7. Discussion: Minuteman Regional Vocational Technical School Building Project 
Daniel J. Dunn, Selectman 

Adam W. Chapdelaine, Town Manager 

Mr. Dunn explained that this is an important issue and has future impact to Arlington. He summarized the building 
project: 

A regular budget requires 11 out of the 16 communities to vote approval, but this is a capital request which 
requires unanimous approval from all the communities. FinCom says not all conditions were met, butwill be 
meeting with the Superintendent later this week to discuss. 

If FinCom agrees all conditions have been met than Minuteman can go ahead on the feasibility study of the 
building project which will increase the ability to sign on other communities to join this regional vocational school to 
help spread the cost. 

Arlington will still have a chance to say no at the next step while trying to fix the current budget process - 
ensuring that the cost is fair to all communities and making sure that the Town does not pay for out of district 
students. 

This issue will come back as a future agenda item if FinCom recommends approval.
